The amount of paint needed to finish any build- : 
ing depends upon the condition of the surface to be Kind 
Old, dry or badly weathered surfaces 
require more paint than those which have been 
painted regularly and are in good condition. 
is false economy to brush out any paint to an 
extremely thin film. This chart is given to guide 
you in determining the number of gallons of paint 
you will need. But first you must find the square 
feet of surface to be painted. Here is how to do it: 

Multiply the distance (in feet) around each 
building by two feet more than the height to the 
eaves. Add to this result the number of sq. ft. in 
the gables, which is found by multiplying the height 
of each gable by % the width.

It is filled and 
loaded immediately in freight cars on our own tracks and is quickly

Low freight rates insure greatest savings on Sears freight orders and 
improved methods of freight handling insure quickest delivery. 


FREIGHT CHARGES ARE THE SAME WHOEVER SHIPS. All railroads 
charge as much for carrying less than 100 pounds as they do for a full 
100-pound shipment. Charges on shipments over 100 pounds, how- 
ever, are based on actual weight. So, if your order weighs less, build 
it up to 100 pounds and ship by freight for the extra saving. Remem- 
ber, when estimating freight charges, that the freight rate you pay is 
exactly the same no matter who makes the shipment, as freight rates 
are regulated by the Interstate Commerce Commission and not by 
the shipper, or by the railroad. On freight orders made up of several 
articles taking different rates, the highest rate will apply to the entire 
shipment. The minimum charge for any freight shipment is 
50 cents. 


IT’S EASY TO FIGURE FREIGHT CHARGES. Articles usually shipped 
by freight take different rates because they are packed differently, 
and the risks of damage or perishability differ. Therefore, the rate 
on bulky articles, such as steel tanks, is different from the rate on 
compact articles such as wire fencing. The handy rate tables on this 
and the opposite page will help you to estimate closely freight charges 
to your town. If you prefer, ask your station agent what the actual 
freight charge will be on any article or order. Just tell him the weight 
and where the article will be shipped from, or write us and we will 
gladly figure it for you. 


ESTIMATED FREIGHT RATES PER [00 POUNDS 


Freight charges are based on distance. Therefore, if you live 100 miles from 
Binghamton or one of our other warehouses or factories, the rate you pay on articles 
shipped from any of these points is the same as the 100-mile rate from BOSTON. 
Figure up the total weight of your order, refer to the chart below, and you can easily 
estimate the freight charges. The actual charge may be slightly more or less. 


Example: Suppose you live about 200 miles from BOSTON or Binghamton 
and order paint weighing 150 lbs., which the catalog describes as shipped from 
Boston or Binghamton. The list below shows the freight charges for 100 Ibs. of 
paint to be 39c. Multiply the shipping weight, 150 lbs. (114 times the hundred 
pound rate), by 39c and your answer is 59c, the approximate total freight charge.
